Olt excellently , as he doth all other things, 

hath the holy Ghoſt by the mouth of S*.P aw, 

numbred vp amonglitthe works of the fleth, 
contentions,cmmulations, anger, quarrels, diſgentions, and Gal.5.20, 
fe: ; for I haue had roo much triall mz my frife of the * 
vnhappy fruit of this vnluckic tree; And now hauing 
received 2 potian of Diuine grace for my recouery, 
rnuſt yomit our that filthinefſe , which before through 
the fickneffe of my minde, and corruptionof my taſte, 
F had greedily deuoured : which that 1 might the 
more fafely and ſpeedily performe , and corre my 
ſeife in publicke before all the world ,, and condemne 
rothe pit of hell my mfinite errours ſprung from the 
wickee mention of my fir{t going 2:6 England] haue = 
taken that good counſel, firſt to leaue the Schoole of 
errours, lyes; and herefies : and then of mine owne 
free will to returne to the holy Remane { hurch', the 
one , and onely piller and excellent ground of Cacho- 
licke truth , and the Mother of all Catholickes , from 
whom I had moſt wickedly departed. Firlt, therefore 
I will profecute this my correction, condemnation, 
and dereftation of my errours , and afterwards I will 
declare the other cauſes why 1 left Expiand, and all o- 
ther hereticall Countries whatſoever , and returned ca 
the holy Cathofick Romane Church. 

2 It is the moſt aunciemt diſeaſe of our corrupt hu- 

mane nature defccnded from our firtt Father vmo-alt 
his poſterity , that when we fall into- any errour , or 


fide into any vice , we doecither-finde out filthy ex- 
A2 cuſcs 
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cuſes (as the woman which thou gaueſt me to be my fellow 
companion., gaue me of the tree, and 1 aid eate) or elſe 
we defend our taults, and endeuour to coucr them 
with a counterfait cloake of Iuftice, and honeſty: jand 
I confeſle that this was my caſe , for which I am yery 
forric. The diſeaſe of my minde (in which before my 


departure from the Romme Chyrch Ilanguilthed)was, 


that .contrary to the wholeſome counſell of the wiſe 
man, I truſted too much to mine owne prudence, and 
put of the confidence of my .owne wit being no body, 
{ould giue very raſh indgement in matters of faith, 
ynto which alſo was joyned a certaine frenzie of anger, 


| Not that, which tome weake Schollers at my going 


out of Englaad. imputed vnto me , becauſe I was de- 
nicd yainc pretended dignities; but it-proceeded alto- 
gether out of mine owne vnrealonable impatience, by 
taking in cuill part to be made ſubject to others of 
whom 1 did vndeferuedly complaine in my booke of 
the cauſe of my _—_— Theſe things draue me vp- 
en the quicke ſands and ſhallowes ; thele caſt me yp. 
on the Rockes ; theſe ſharpened my wit to inuent pe- 
Riferous cogitations; theſe made me vainely to pittie 
the errours of the Romane Church , thereby to excuſe 
my departure from it; theſe made me-to tranſcend all 
limits. And that I might ſeeme to haue done well in 
leauing the Church of Rome.; and auvide by ſome 
meanes the brand of impudencic, raſhneſle, and here- 
fie; indefence of my departure, I ſer forth firſt an ex. 
fition of mine intent , and afterwards certaine yo- 
umes, and little bookes, into which I thruft what the 
Art of counterfaiting, and diſſimulation had inuentcd, 
and aduice of the fleth- ſuggeſted. And fo as long as 
the inward diſeaſe increaſed , and the ſpurres of anger 
pricked my cxulcarated, minde ; the itching of my 


tongue, 
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tongue and pen, brake forth into madnefſe 2 and n5w 


my vnderſtanding being darkened, many things which 
the Enemies of the Apoſtolicall ſea (tranſported with 
hereſice):did beleeue, affirmie,and protefſe; ſeemed wn- 
to me credible and ſome-thingsalſo true , "as long as 
did not try the Doctrine in controuerhie by the touch= 
Kone of true Diuinity, nor perfectly diſcufſe them : 
for at that time Thad neither finiſhed , nor yer begun 
fome of the parts of the Eccle/tafticall Common-wedlh, 
in which I had purpoſed to treat of the decrees,” and 
rules of faith , howſocuer in the booke of my intene of 
leauing the Remxre Church, I affirmed that T had them 
all ready for the Preſſe ; and being thus blinded, and 
relying rathly more vpon the falſe accufarions of the 
heretickes, then vpon the truth of the Catholick faith ; 
I wrote the lictle bookes of the intent of my departure, 
from the Romane Church, and the Rockes of Chriſtias 


; ſhipwracke , anda certaine Sermon Ruffed with errours 


and herefie; and out of my then conceiued hatred, 
which for the moſt part I bare to the holy Romane 
(rurch, the Apoſtolicall ſea,and the Pope ; I affirmed 
theſe things, and many more to be true, which before 


T writ them, I knew tobe falſe, and hereticall ; and * 


afterwards in ſome part corrected them , and with my 
whole heart deteſted them , euen when I writ them; 
and now alſo I abhorre and detelt theſe little bookes, 
becauſe they containe manifett hereſies againit Catho= 
lickerruthes, and are repugnant to ſound DoQtrine z 
that is to ſay , to the Doctrine which the holy Catho- 
licke Romane Church doth , and hath alwayes main- 


 Eained ;\ againſt which Dofrine whatſocuer | haue 


ſpoken, or written, that I doe wholy condemne , and 
deceit ; and by the grace of Ged I will more amply,and 
tagely condemne, and dercſt it, in the confuration of

3 Inthe meane ſpace , it isneceſſaty in this my ſe- 
cond and truly ſound determination , to deteli thac uw. 
tention? of my thappy departing fram the Romane 
Church, and the infamoxs Rockss, ſhipwracks chiefly 
vo my felfe and heretiques, and not of Cathohcks, and 
allo that Sermex. Nether will I be alharmed by pub 
A—_ garments, whieh 1 had forged tomy ſclfe, 
why oper my nakediefie , becaule Lhaue not becne 
aſhamed againſt all right and honeſty , to breake forty 
into vaine lyes, manifeſt {launders, andfilthy herches, 
The Ringing and venome of the Scorpion is cured by 
the bruiting of the fame Scorpion which pricked : and 
if the voluntary contrition,, and bruiſing of my fee, 
may heale the venomous wounds of others (if any be 
wounded by me) I will eftceme this my bruiſing, hu- 
miliation, and mortification-mott happy. Letthe glo- 


| - ny the Cathoticke Church , and of the Apoſivlicall 


remaine vmemoueable , atthough it be with the 

loffe of whatſocuer I haue in this. life, feeing I haue 
to diminiſh i : for ar laſt, that lofſe muſtneeds 

rc God: be glorious to me alſo: Wherefore 1 doe 
fir confeſſe , and truly and fincerely out of myowne 
confcience, dot gc teſttmony, that I did not write the 
intent of my departing from the Romane Church, and 
the Rocker and rhe Sermor out of ſincerity of heart, or 
aut of agood:conſcience, ot. faith not fained : but that 
Ermight.coucr with fome excufe my ſhamefull depar- 
ture,and be: more gratcfull and acceptable tahereticks;

to whom (wreechchat Twas) Trangeinhaſt, inc > 
whom I familiarly conuerſed. The ten yeares bow 
whichin the booke of the intgnt of my departing Iboas 
Hed of, were not{pent in mature detberations, graue 
and aduiſed cls, or other diſcrete diſcuthons of 
the truth : but contrariwiſc miſpent, in yaine, vnprofi- 
table, and malicious purpoſes, and preparations, how 
I'might boldly vent and put inpractile my hereticall 
lyes and inuentions , thereby to fatisfic my malitious 
anger : inſomuch, as my vocation to doe it, was nota 
Diuine yocation , but a deuilliſh ſuggeſtion , Nirred 
vp in menot by theholy Gheft, but by a wicked ſpirit; 
a ſpirit of giddmes worſe then was that of Sawles, Ant 
I do not doubrto attribute my returne back againe, to 
atrue Diuine vocation; the holy Ghoſt calling me to 
returne yrto my Mother , the Catholicke Romare 


4 1 ſaid that the manners of the Court of Rowe, 
did cauſe mee alwayes to abhorre it. This I acknow- 
ledge to haue bin wickedly ſpoken , for neither then, 
nor yet is wanting in Rome very many notable cxam= 

les of piety , and all Chriftian vertues , which may 
oth del pony why” od a to further _ 
deuotion. I ſaid that by forbidding the reading 
bookes written againſt dc Doftrine of Rowe, there a- 
riſe ſome eutllſuſpitions, which gaue credit to the iwri- 
ting of hezeticks , and made men belceue that there is 
ſome thing in therſecrctly, which Catholicks are-not- 
able to anfwere. This 1 confefle to have beene injuri- 
| ouſly ſpokenafme againſt the Catholicke faith, who 
found mthe bookes of hereticks, falſe, hcreticall, ſcan- 
dalous , and peſtifcrous DoRtine ; fromthe reading 
whereof the faichfull ave to be kept, leaft it infect their 
ſoules. Neither &sit athing befitting priuate men = 
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. . x ach Bookes";” but the ildgemient:in' matters pf 
rea wayes did ; ad now: doth- belong vio the 
Shepbeards, whofinding venomous Paſtures, ſhauld 
xermove-their ſhtepe as farre from them as-thoy-can: 
Morecoues,'tire argumentsof hereticks: are deceitful}, 
Sophitticall, and cafie to be anſwered. I faid that tho 
Dodrine of thoſe who oppoſed themſclues againſt the 
Romane Church,did either nothing, or litcle differ from 
theDoctrineof the auncient Church :-and this is falle ; 
for the opinions wherein they differ from Catholicks, 
are wholly differing from the DoEtrine of the auncient 
Church ;-and nothing car» more connince them , then 
the authority-of the auncient Church, from which they: 
by theirnouelticshaue ſo farre departed, 'that worthy+ 
ly for this reſpect they are condemned for hereticks, 
by he Church of Rome, It is therefore deteltable, and 
I deteſt that which I ſaid , that their Doctrines were 
therefore condemned oncly by the Church of Rawe, 
becauſe thele things they: ſaid ; were repugnantyuto 
the ſenſuality ; and corrupt manners of the Court of 
Rome. I ſaid allo, that at Roxmethey coynednew ar- 
ticles of faith by maine force, And this I ſaidtruly a- 
gaihft my cohſcience, 'for.{ neuer obfcrucd it at any. 
tne, ad] cettinely know , that-it cannot be obſcr- 
ued by vs For the declarations and explications 
made by holy Church touching articles and myficrics 
of faith (colleed out of Druine Scriptures, and tradi- 
tons of the Fathers, and out of rhe:very rules of faith). 
cavnot any wayes be termed new coyning of articles. 
Moreouer, Icndeauoured to take away the title of 
Catholicke and pnmerſall, fromthe Church of Rome, in 
which l.exred: very much; for by the Catho/uhe Ro- 
mare Chnreh, is vnderſigod nor onely that ſpeciall and- 
perucular Ghusch-which is at Rawebutalſo the whole 

multitude 
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'mulcicude and company of all the Churches adheating 


yato the Church of Rome in the vnity of faith, andin 
obedience to the Pope in what place ſocuer they be, 
yea in the vemolt confines of the earth. And it is moſt 
true,and was approued by me both by word of mouth 
(as Englandit telte may witneſſe) and by writing (in 
my Treatiſes of the Eccle/iaftical Common-wealth, in 
that part which I hear is lately ſet forth in Germany ) 
thatno Church is Catholicke but the Romane, and ſuch 
a5 are vnited ynto her. For all other congregations of 


"Chriſtians being (tayned with herefies , and deuided 


and ſeperated by Schiſme from the Romare Church 
are, and be excluded from the Catholicke , yniucrſall 
and true Church of Chrift : and being as it were blin- 
ded, together with their blinde Guides doe ruſh, and 
runne headlong into the bottomleſle pit of perdition, 
which I wickedly affirmed of the Romares to their 
great wrong : For from the Church of Rome at all 
times, a moſt glorious light of pure and incorrupted 
faith came forth , and doth at this preſent lighten all 
other Churches of Chriſt whatſocuer. But I remem- 
ber that in the preface of the bookes of the (hriſtiau 
Common-wealth , among other things. I vied ſome 
words , in whichT ſeeme to put and place in the Ca» 
tholicke Church , all them who haue recciued Bap- 
tiſme inthe name of the Bleſſed Trivity , and info ſay- 
ing, although the words ſound cuill, and make the he« 
reticall Churches true and found members of the true 
Catholicke Church, which is melt falſe and kereticall; 
yet my meaning was , yterly to exclude the Arrian, 
Neſtorian , and Emtichian herefies , and all hereticall 
Churches condemned m former times , and to retaine 
them onely that were Orthodoxall : But herein I was 


deceined in that I ceemed , that there were many 
B more 
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| more Orthodoxall Churches then are,for I erroniou 
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belecued,thar many Churches which are infeted wi 
the hereſies. of theſe later Times , and deuided by 
Schiſme , did appertaine vnto the Catholickg Church, 
which although it be” called Catholicke , for that it is 
wnixerſall; yet vuincrſality doth not comprehend any 
but thofe that be Orthodoxall , and tare belecuing, 
and dilated ouer all the world , and continuing in the 
Catholicke vnity with the Ronwere. For the vnwerſa- 
lity of the Romrare Church , conlifterh not onely inthe 
perpetuall, and ncuer interrupted or to be interrupted 
cominuance and firmeneſſe of faith, bur is alſo yniuere 
fall; becauſe her /denticall, or ſelfe ſame faith and ſo- 
ueraignegouernement,, hath beene dilated andipread 
ouer all places, andinto all Nations after the comming 
of Chrift ; for which reſpe& euen inthele later times 
and ages , itis to be called Catholicke, no lefle then it 
was in the times of the auncient Fathers; ſceing that 
the faith of the Romare Church is dilated. in theſe our 
times into the fartheſt, and moſt vaſt or remeteRegi- 
ons of the Eaft, and Weſt, and cuen tothe yttermoſt 
confines of the earth. So that her children trauclling 
too and fro , from the riſing of the Sunne ynto the ſet- 
ting thereof, profeſſing the faith of Chriſt, and offe-= 
ring cleane ſacrifices, doe eſpecially at this time fulfill, 
that which-our Lord fpake by the mouth of Afalachie, 
ſaying, chap.1.ver.1 1. From the riſing of the Sunne vn- 


: To the goinng downe thereof , great is my name anougih 


the Gentiles , and in- enery place it ts ſanilified , and a 
prere oblation is offered unto my name. Neither was it 2 
lefſe iniury and flaunder, when I ſaid that T clearly ſaw 
am nouelties & errors in the Court of. Rowe, 
which novelties &-errors I doe neither ſee, nor yet did 
eucrſce: and I acknowledge and confeſlethat it was 


moR- 
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moſt falfe , that at 'Rome- there was then , ornow are 
any errours, by which any deſtruQion of ſoules ma 
-follow , arthe peace of the Church be diſturbed , or 
publique ſcandalls commuted : For in truth all the 
peace & all the tranquility of the Catholique Church, 
.and the eternall ſaluation of Soules, after Godis to be 
attributed to the care and traucll of the Church of 
Rome. I ſaid that the mightier Biſhops vnder the 
Pope were Bilhops onely in name,and this ſaying con- 
*taineth Mit both falſhood and wrong, and therefore 
I doe condemae it , as cuill ſpoken, for they betrue 
and lawfull Biſhops , made by lawfull ordination. I 
faid that the others who were not great men and Prin- 
ccs in temperall things , had loſt the proper dignity, 
and power of Biſhops ; and this truly 4s a flaunder, for 
the Hierarchicallfubordination, was alwayes necefſa- 
ric inthe Church: much more I condemne as an here- 
fie thoſe wards where I ſaid, that vnder the Pope was 
no more'a true Church; for as ſaid and fcrioufly af- 
firmed before, onely the Church of Rome with her ad- 
herents , is thetrue Church of Chriff; and the others 
are not Churches, And in fewe words,to comprehend 
much,I perceiuegthat in my former intention I chiefly 
indeauouredto weaken the ſupremacie of the' Pope, 
and in ſodoing,, I confeſſe that I haue ſpoken again(t 
the faith of the whole (arholique Charch, and haue er- 
red greeuouſly, For it is euident bath by the very in- 
Ricution inthe Goſpel, and by the Apoſiolicke tradi- 
tion, and the definitions of holy Synods , and gencrall 
Councels, and very many decrees of the Pope, and al- 
fo the common teſtimony of the Fathers and Eccleſia- 
ſicall Hiſtories , thatthe Biſhop of Rome was inſtitu- 
ted chicfe head of the whole Church immed =P by 
iC brift out Loxdasa ———_y ynto whom = 
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the Eaſt and Welk Churches in all doubts of Faith, 
ſhould haue recourſe for inſtructions, definitions, and: 
other ſound dodtrine in matters of Faith, as veto a Ma- 
tier giuen them fro heauen,who by his office ſhould 


reach the Chutch. And any one that is but meanly' 


read, may eaſily finde out very many examples, where 
the Popes of Rome citabliſhed, remooued, correted, 
taught, condemned, ablolucd, depofed, reltored, and 
reprchended, according to ther office, even the Patrs- 
archs and Prymars of the Eaſt; And thusreprehended, 
they humbly heard , and ſimply obayed the Popes 
without reſiſtance, or repugnance. And to be ſhorr, it 
is manifeſt by the confeflion of the whole Church, that 
all the ſpirit of Chr? (for ſo much as doth belong vnto 
the deciſion of matters cf faith) doth reſt ypon one 
Supreame viſible head of the Church , which is onely 
the Pope and chicfe Bilhop, $*. Peters ſucceſſour. 

5 Idoe ingenuouſly confeſſe,that the booke which 
I called The Rockes of (hriſtian ſhipwracke , did much 
diſpleaſe me , preſently after it was fer forth ; forT 
wrote it in halt without either ftudy , or examining 
whatT did. The intent which ] had in writing of it, 
was onely to flatter & allure the Englſh by all meanes 
poſſible to conceive. a good opinion of meat my firſt 
comming , and fo I had no regard whither that I writ 
and printed were true orno: But my deſire was to ſay 
that which might pleaſe the Enemies of the Catholicke 
Church, and eſpecially the ignorant common people. 
And when the doctrine contained in this little booke, 
was by the King and fome of the Nobility obieted a- 
gainlt me (at my preparing to depart from England) 
1 did euenthen in cxprefſe words deteſt it; and after- 
wards prepared my lclfe with all my force to reſiſt the 
greater part ofthe hereſfies which were in it:Al which 


herelies 
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hereficd 1 doenowapine reieR, deteſt, ahd abhorre 


and they are theſe : That the Pope of Rome is not the 
Vicar of Chritt ypon carth, nor viſible head of the 
whole viſible Church of {>ri/# ; That hee hath no 
power in temporall thinges ;, That an implicit faith 
profiteth nothing , but much hurteth the faithful : 
That the Excommunications of the Law are vyaine 
threats : That the precepts of the Church binde not 
ypon paine of morrall ſfinne :: That the ynity of the 
Church isnot to be ſought for from one. oncly viſible 
head : That the Pope is a deadly Enemy of ahme vni- 
uerſall.Church : That the Maſſe is not a true ſacrifice ; 
That the Ceremonies of the Maſſe are Apiſh toyes : 
That, therevis: no Tranſubltantiation :: Fhat Auricular 
confeflion with abſolution 15 net a true. Sacrament + 
That there is no Purgatory : That Satisfaction after the 
fault forgiuen, is not neceſſary for the remiſhon of the 
puniſhment. : That there be no Indulgences but of 
things enioyncd for-penatice. 7: hat Saints are not to 
be prayed-vnto :[Thatthe worſhip: of Images and Re» 
liques are not hwfull : That there izno merrit of eter« 
nall life by workes. Theſe and the like errours and ma« 
nifett, berefies, noriſo much-mine , or newly inuented 
hy rhe; as by the olde and new hereticks, whole fancies 
and madnefle haue beene fram'time to time by the 
Chureh in generall Counſels condemned : for they are 
miſerable Reckes, vnto which jf any approach, they are 
aNurcd to ſuffer a lamencable ſhipwracke of faith and 
eel faluation : And therefore I departed fromthem 
as farre as I might ,' and leaſt I ſhould be vitetly de- 
Kroyed by them in England, it was neceſſary for me to 
depart from thence , and to returne to the Church of 
Rome the true port of Catholickes, with the which 
Church I rcie&, deneſt, and accutſe all the aforeſaid 
B 3 CLFOurS, 
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errours, and all others opinions whatſoeverſif therebe 


any more in thoſe bookes) which doe not agree with 


the faith expreſſed in the Church of Kome , and inthe 
facred Counſels , cſpecially in the Countell of Trent x 


' and I doe conſtantly affirme and-embrace the. contra 


veritics , viz, That the Pope'is:by the inſtitution of 
Chriſt his Vicar vpon earth, and-the viſible head of 
the whole militant Church (which hath alwaycs beene 
vifble) with full power receiued from Gozo rule and 
gouernec her : Thathe hath alſoindire power intem- 
poralkmorters, for tho better aduancement of ſpiritual, 


- Thatan implicit faiths profitable, and many timesne. 
 ceſlary, 22,.when the explicit faith of ſome articles is 
' not required ynger penalty : That the excommunica- 


tions according to' the Law , or defatto pronounced, 


are of force, and ought to be feared , as brought into 


the Church with greatreaſon, and by-lawfull authori- 
ty : that the Pope may excommunicate the faithful 
whereſocucethey are: That the precepts of the Church 
binde vnder paine- of mortall fine : That the-wnity of

& looſing ſins, which our Lerd-hath deliuered or Fiuen 
to the Miniſters of his Sacraments-in the Church : | hat 
there is a Purgatory after that manner- and fort which

That the vie of [ndulgences inthe Catholicke Church 

(vnto whom Chriſt hath giuen authority to beftowe 

them) is very auncient, very profitable, and approued

eſpecially the Councels of Florence and Trent , and: 
ſometimes that of Conflance. And by my meanes it 

earne to paſſe, that acertaive Hiſtory of the Councell 

of Trent was publiſhed, whereat I could haue no cer- 

taine knowledge , for that it was iuſtly ſuſpe&edrof.. 
forgerie ; and in theſe things alſo 1 confeſſe that T haue 
ww crred , and now affirme that all the moſt' 
wholſome decrees of theſe Councels are worthy of 

credit, and ought to be embraced. 

6 Inacertaine Sermon of mine on the firſt Sonday 
of Aduent, made at Londey in the Italian tongue, and: 
printed, I publiſhed almoſt the ſame errours, which I 
repeated after-in the booke of the Rocker , all gy = 


doe now deepely deteſt. Inthat Sermon faigned a 
certaine darke nignt of Popifh errours , and of the 
Church of Rome, when in very deede in the onely 
Church of Rome, and in the Churches connexed vmts 
her, is a true and cleare Sunne-ſhining day, andout of 
her (eſpeciallyin England) there is a perpetuall night, 
and mott obſcure darknefſe. The light of truth, and 
the true. and right ypderſtanding of the Scriptures, 
which is in the Church of Reme,drineth farre from her 
the miltes of all theſe errours, wherewith ywretched 
England being ouer-clowded , walketh, as a blinde 
man groping for the wall at mid-day. 1 faid in the 
ame Sermon , and I repeatedrhe ſame in the litthes 
booke of the Reckes,that Peter was neuer at Rome, yet 
notwithſtanding I know that this is a groſle and an ig- 
norantlye , and therefore I doe ingenuouſly confell, 
that it ought to be reiced of all men. 1 made the 
Apoſtles equall in founding 'and ruling the Church; 
when yer euen out of the very Goſpels , and Apoſto-- 
licall tradition, the Supremacie of Peter (aboue them) 
is apparant. 1faid oner, Biſhops ſucceeded the A- 


poſtles with equall power, and that they were Biſhops - 


of the-yniuerſall Church in grofſe, when as they are but 
Pattors of perticular Churches, m their ſole particular 
cares or charges : the generall Primacie belonging vnto 
him who ſucceeded Peter , which is the Pope. 1 faid 
that holy water , graynes, croſſes, holy Images , the 
Popes ot 'Biſhops benedi&on ,' Stations ,' habites, 
girdles, belts, the viſitations of Churches and Altars, 
Beades, Proccfſions, -and the like, were meere toyes ; 
when yer it is certaine, that the vſe of almolt all theſe 
things is well approued , and very auncient in the Ca- 
tholique Church, and ought to be preſerueditogether 
with the vic of other things of later times added-,” as 

| prouoke- 
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prouokemers to piety 22d deuotion, I affirmed that 
there were onely two Sacraments , Baptiſme and the 
Supper, when yet the Catholicke Church illuminated 
by the = Ghott plainely teacherh and defineth, that 
there areſeuen true Sacraments : All which, and what- 
ſocuer other hereſies condemned by the Catholicke 
Romaene Charch, 1 allo condemne, and the things con= 
trary to them being defined by the ſame , 1 allo with a 
firme faith belceue, holde, and profeſſe. For molt cer- 
raine it is , that in the decrees of the holy Romare 
{nrch , reaſon is not ſeperated from authority, and 
thatthe Doctrine of the Schoolemen is altogether con- 
fonant vnto theſence of the holy Fathers, cſpecially in 
articlesof faith. I alſo confeſſe that I did vndeſeruedly 
in theſe little Pamphlets complaine of the Court of 
Rome, as if ſhe had vſurped other mens rights; for ex< 
cept ſhe preſerue by her lawfull authority ouer them, 
the Biſhops, and Archbiſhops in their duties , there 
would preſemly follow a generall violation of her 
lawes by them : And the Churchis thenvory happy, 
when all her perticular Paſtors vnder the vigilant 
and higheft Paſtor, doe readily receiue and execute 
both reformation in manners, andthe cuftody of ſound 
and fincere Doctrine , from him who hath the ſoue- 
raigne authority. And ycrily, except the benigne and 
patcrnall care of the _ Inquiſition, had watched fe- 
riouſly ouer our Lords flocke , the icabbed cattell 


 Houldnot recciue any cure , but the filthy Canker 


wouldVaily encreaſe. The ordinary Armour of that 
Tribunal, is found Doctrine, and charitable inflieuti= 
ons , and not thoſe inſtruments which (out of a minde 
corrupted with malice) in my Pamphlets I haue cx» 
agcrated by lyes and flaunders , and yet ſometimes 
when rower yicers cannot be cured with gentle medi- 

C cines, 
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cites, it is both fit and neceſſary that the Phyſitians 


ſhould vſc more forceableremedies, 

7 But when the inward burning of the infirmities 
of my minde was alayed almoſt by a miracle about the 
beginning of the Popedome of the moſt holy Gregory 
the 1 5. (whde rare piety, ſingular prudence, and con- 
tiauall holinefle of life was ſuch,as that I doe not doubt 
but that it was cauſe of his. aduancement to. that high 
dignity) the holy Ghofl i]luminating: me with a cer- 
taine. Qtuine light, my minde began to thinke vpon 
wholipme comtes,. And then the dapgers into which I 
had caſt my foule, began alio euery day moze cleare]y 
tomaſter themſclues w troupes before me , art 1/did 
wonderthow Lhad fallen into fo great madneffeand cr- 
rour,.aSto:iowne my iclte vnta them Who were here+ 
ticks, and abſolute and manifett Schilmaticks, In olde 
tirwe: fo great was the craft' of a tewe eArians in the 
Coungcll of Arminium, that by a cunning fleigitt they 
almoſt drew allthe Catholicks to ſeeme'24ria5: And 
then-fairh: our S.-Hierame againlt the Luciferians) all 
the world lamented , and wondred how it became in- 
&ctedwith Aranifme : But (with griefeI ſpeake it) ſo 
# happened vnto me, and much worle 3 and I would 
wonder and moutne te: ſee my ifclic arrherctick among 
heretagks , and a Schifmatick with Schifmaticks, Bur 
heerein let not the Engliſh complaine tat 1 wrong 
them : but-rather ket them plainely know, that I haue 


done ivell;, and a5 T ought to doe, indeparting from 


thenzand returning ynto my mother the holy Moman- 
Churdh.. And/as-tor':the laying open of their here- 

fie-and Schiſme , I am» compelled to doeit, for that 
its not fit for mee to be poyloned any longer there= 
with. | | 
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Sets: There are Puritanes that is the rigid Caluiniſts; 
There are ſome milder, who call themſclues onely Pro- 
teltants, and reformed : T here are Anabaptiſts who 
are alſo deuided into diuers Sets : There wanteth not 
Arians, nor Photinians , and ſuch a like miſh-maſh of 
wicked people, who though they be not permitted to 
profeſle their errours publiquely, yet are they not caſt 
forth of their Church nor puniſhed , bur tollerated 
while(t they publiſh their poyſon. Moreouer, that the 
Anabaptilts {warme with hereltes, none but the Anna- 
baptiſt himſelfe will denie it , yet they hauetheir free 
meetings in England, and the Kings Maveſtte one day 
tolde me, that lately at Londor a woman did in an aſ- 
ſembly of Anabaprits both make a publicke Sermon, 
and ailo adminiſter their ſuppoled Sacraments. The 
hereſies of the Paritanes are well knowne,, which are 
theſe : That there is no free will : That God is the Au- 
thor of finne : That Ged for his ;pleature condemneth 
many without cauſe : That Chref did _— for all 
men: That (briſ# did ſuftaine the paines of the dam- 
ned : That Infants dying after Baptiſme, may be dam- 
ned,8&c. The milder Proteſtants, althongh they en- 
deauour by all meanes to free themſclues (for as much 

as concerneth their opinions) from hereſie , for that 

they ſeeme neither wholly to follow. Luther nor Cal. 

wine : but the pure Dodtrine of the Engliſh Church 
which they call reformed; yet can they not be free from 

the herefie both of the Pwritanes,and Anabaptiſts ; for 

that they communicate with them without ſcruple; 

and if any P«ritane or Anabaptiſt come to their Eccle- 


 faaſticall aſſembles, they neither auoyde, nor exclude 


him. And the Paritane Miniſters (who are almoſt all 

wholly infeted with all herefies , or at leaſt withthe 

herefies of Calxjae) doc —_ the yery Sacra» 
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ments of this falſe Engliſh Church. And ifthat 4cati;v 


of Conſtantinople, becauſe he communicated with Pe. 
tru Moog gus an hereticke of «Alexandria, if all the 
Eaſt becaulc it perſiſted in the communion of Acatine, 
was ſeperated by a long enduring curſe from the 
Weſt, how much more are all the Engliſh Proteſtart: 
to be accounted hercticks , for that they doc commu. 
nicate continually with hereticks, and doe nenther-con- 
demne them, nor ſcperate themfflucs from them, bue 
admit them cuen when they,ommunicate with them 
in diuine things ? Doth not. the deformed Engliſh 
Church publickly and openly profeſſe a communion 
and Ecchcſiafticall league with Genmewa the mother of 
the Paritares, and other outlandiſh Secs infeRted with 
Caluinian poylon? In the Royall Citie of Lond» by 
publicke leaue of the King , arc not the Churches of 
the French, Dutch, and Italian Caluiniſts open, and 
eltecmed moſt louing Siſters of the Engliſh Syna- 
goguc, although hey deteſt the Engliſh dodtrine,pro. 
feflion, and rites , and be the chiefeſt fauourers, and 
promoters of Puritanifme in Eng/and : And allo the 
Engliſh Synagogue as much. (as in her lycth) is moſt 
ready to communicate with the Lutherans, being pol- 
lute& wich the filthy dregges of many hereſies , and 
earnelily laboureth that thefe Monfters may growe vp 
together with her: into one Hydra, that there may be 
made an vnion of all-the reformed Churches as they 
call them-7 and yet haueno care , nor take any paynes 
to purge their faith, and dotrine, and pull yp their he-= 
ny 2, although the Lutherans hate the Sacramentarics 
worſe then the dogge doth the Snake. Of the other 
ſh hereſies abomt Faith, and Workes, and Iuftifi- 
cation, about the bleſſed Sacrament, and priuate Maſe 
ſes, about Merits, and invocation of Saints, the vene. 
Fation 
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ration of holy Images, holy Ceremonies, the ſoules of 
the departed, and the like, which theſe hereticks-con- 
demne in their hereticall ſpirit , and which I alfoin 
their companics with the ſame ſpirit of hereſfie in for= 
mer time ng in ſome part condemned , it is not now 
my intent to ſpeake much, by and by I will giue them 
at-ich according tothe nature of this place : at ſome 

other time I will ſpeake more largely of them , noxy I 

come to ſpeake ot their Schifine, 

I hauc no doubt at all , but that the E-gi/h Sec, 
which the tayned EngliÞ callthe reformed Church, is 
much more deuided and ſeperated from the true Ca- 
tholicke Church : then Brittany irfelfe is deuided from 
the reſt of the world, Thcy themlelues will willinghy 
confelfe, and it is athing of it telfe moſt manifelt, thax 
they are wholy deuided & ſeperated from the Church 
of Rome, and from all the Churches which are fubiect 
ynto her,and live in community with her. And ſceing 
that the Roxane (hurch with thoſe which adheare vo» 
to her, is according to Catholicke faith, truly and pro- 
perly the Catholicke Church of Chriſt : Doth it not 
then neceſſarily follow, that the Engliſh congregation 
which they call a Church, is altogether ſeperated from 
the true-Catholicke Church? and conſequently neither 
to be the body of Chr:t, nor the houſe of God, nor ab- 
ſolutely a Church ? which thing as ſoone as I plainely 
vnderftood, I could not ſtay any longer in it. But they 
will ay it appeareth now vnto thee ſo : who yet in thy 
bookes of Eccleſiaſtical Common-wealth halt called 
Roms Babylon , who haſt denied that there was any 
Church in Rome, and alſo haſt taught vs that it was 
properly a Schiſmatical} Church: But that which thou 


- fayeft of our Church is not manifeſt vnto vs: Where- 


forc I will endeauour that it may be allo manifeſt vnto 
C 3 the 
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the Engliſh. They know very well thatT am not Py- 
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tharoras, whole oncly authority amonglt his Schollers 
was accepted for proofe , wherefore they ſhould not 
haue beene moued at theſe things I ſpake, ſecing they 
were butbare aſſertions , and for this cauſe my words 
cuen yetare yaine; for when I bring forth the proofes 
and examples they are withour force and ground, 7 he 
rea'on whereupon { groundgd my polition of Rome to 
be Babytor,, was, becauſe the Prophelie in the 18. of 
the eApocalips could not be interpreted of Rome , be- 
fore it recciued the Chriſtian faith , and whilſt it was 
the habitation of the Gentiles : But this-rcaſon is of no 
force ; for ſuppoſe that it were true , yet it doch not 
follow that Rome being now Chriltian thould be thar 
Babilon\ſpoken of in the eApocelips; for it is the opi- 
non of many Catholicke Interpreters , that in the per- 
ſecution of Antichriſt , the Erhnick Idolaters, and the 
Enemies of the Chriſtian name ſhall (perhaps) ſubdue 
it, and of ſuch that propheſic (not yet fulfilled) may 
be fitly verified , yet in ſuch ſort, as the faith of the 
Catholicke Church may continue ſafe and ſound : 
Whereby now you ſce that my applying it to Chri- 
ſian Rome, is but a mcere calumniation ; for I know 
that Chriſtian Rome is not Baby!on, neither canit be ſo 
called without greatiniurie , and God forbid that by 
this Propheſic,we ſhould vnderſtand the ſame Romare 
{baurch, which is the Mother, and the head of all, ci» 
ther to haue, beene , or hereafter tro become Babylor ; 
for thoſe things which are ſpoken of the Citie , arc not 
to be transferred vnto the Church. 1 denicd that there 
is a Church at Rome, bur TI did not prouc it ; therefore 
chat negation muſt be layed vp amongſt my cuill ſpec- 
ches, reproaches, and herefies, and conuincing my 
delfe within my fclte being ouercome by reaſon cucn in 

the 
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the ſawe Treaties, I conſtantly affirmed, that the Ro- 
mane Charch with her adherents was the only Church 
of Chri:t, and now I doe molt earnelily profefſe and 
a[hrme it. ] ſaid it made a Schilme , when I had nor 
yet exact confideration-what a Schiſme was; and in 
this I erred groſly, this being a manifeſt fallehood,and 
the proofe which I brought in confirmaticn is of na 
force : For he whois lawfully appointed head of a Bo- 
dy, and calleth and publitheth himfelte tor head of the 
lame body, doth not tfeperate bimiclte trom tie body, 
Neither catieth away the body trombim, but ioyneth 
himfelfe vnto the body, which hath no coherence with 
a Schitme : yet 1 will handle this matter more at large 
inthe correction of that worcke.. Now [ proceede to 
declare how it is cuident to me,that the Engliſh Secta- 
ries, and much more all the other Sectaries oi'our age, 
aretruly and properly Schiſmaticks, becaule they haue 
ſeperated themiclues without any lawfull cauſe from 
the true Church of Chriſt, which is the Catholick Ro- 

mane Church, and her adherents, 

lo There can be onely two cauſes of a lawfull ſepa- 

ration, why one, or more Churches of Chriſt (and yet 

not commit Schiſme) ſhould abandon one or more 0- 

ther Churches from their communion : The one is he= 

rclie, and the other is Schiſme it {elfe. This is well 

knowne vnto all the faithful, that the hereticall Chur- 

ches which are incorrigible, are to be auoyded by Ca- 

thalickes, and thre with ſuch , they ought not to haue 
any-Eccleſiaſticall. communion. I enquired oftentimes 

of the Engliſh, why they ſeperated themſelues fro the 
church of Rowe & her adherents, whither for any here-. 
fie? And truly not zone of them could either by words 
or writing, ſhew rae that the Roware Catholicks either 


. of ourtime , 'orinthe tame of our aunceftors in their 
genera!) 
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generall publi ke profeſſion were at any time ſtayned 


with any hereſie. The —_ Miieftie hiraſelfe of greac 
Eritavie, granted to me publickly,and plainely, and fo 


did the wiſer fort oftheir Miniſters of all ſorts, and not 


a fewe of their leamed men , that the Church of Rexee 
didnot crre in fundamentall poynts of Faith ; where- 
fore the Church of Rome is not hereticall, if we will 
take but that which they graunt. Perhaps they will ſay 
the Church of Rome doth not erre in fundamen: all 
poynts of faith (which thing I alſo ſeemed to teach, 
cſpecially in the 'cauſcs of my departing ., and inthe 
Scrmon[ preached at London) yet they erre , andare 
fallen into hereſfe in other articles of faith , which be 
not fundamentall : Bur firſt, 1 know not what article it 
may be of true faith , which is not fundamental] ; for 
neither could I ynderſtand , nor they explicate vo 
me, how there may be 1uch a diſtintion nade or ad- 
mitted , that ſome befundamentall and ſome not: I 
haue alwayes thought , that all and the ſole articles 
which are truly articles of faith were fundamentall, yer 
] errred when I excluded many true articles from the 
fundamentall ; which being truc, were alſo fundamen- 
rall articles, and withour herefie, could not be denied : 


© althoughthey be not of choſe principall articles of the 


Trinity, incarnation, necefſity of grace,Baptiſme in the 
name of the Triniry,&c. ſuch as are the Sacraments, 
wſtification, neceflity of workes, merrits,indulgences, 
and the reſt, which 1 haue before rehearſed, as alrcady 
limitted tithe Church, becauſe thoſe things relyeno 
I:ffe vpon the revelation of God then the former , and 


for that cauſc appertaine no lefle vnto faith then thoſe. 


For he that thinketh God to be a deceiuer in any one 
article whatſocuer it be muſt of neceſſity alfo acknow- 


kdge him to be adecciuer inall the reſt, Then T en- 


quired 
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quired often times of them who deal ſerioufly inthe 
'bufinefle, to ſhew ſome article of faith ; in which the 
Church of Rowe thought, & taught crroniouſly, They 
'vſc to bring the article of Franſubltantion of the bread 
into the body of Chriſt, frs which they gather(as they 
think) ſome herefies, viz. That Chriſt hath nor atruc 
body,but a phantaſticall, if that in the leaſt crum of the 
bread we put that whole body , fo that a body ſhould 
not be a body, Item, that Chriltis notin heauen, if he be 
vps the Altar onearth, which is contrary to the article 
of the alcenſion of our Lord. Ite;that Chriſt is not borne 
of the virgin Mary,if that we do make him of bread. In 
theſe men it is molt true , that which $*. Hrerome faith 
vponthe Epiftle vnto Titms,cap. 3. There # no Schiſms 
that doth not innent ſome herefie unts it ſelfe, that it may 
ſreme to haue departed fro the Church wpon ainſt cauſe. 
But tranſubſtantiation which the Catholicks profeſle;is 
very far diſtant fr thoſe herefies; for all the properties 
of a body in theſclues areſafe, although they be put in 
a crum of bread ; but the ſame proprieties'in order ynto 
the place which is externall to the body , be ſeperable 
from it by the diuineomniporencie ,which our School. 
men explicate ſufficiently. But what hereſie can they 
find invs,if we all doe conſtantly confefſe, that we be- 
lecue as an article of faith that Chriſt had,8 hath atrue 
body, with all his naturall proprieties in himſclf, which 
we belceue, &confefſe, may be kept by the ſame om- 
nipotencic even whe the body is brought into the leaft 
externall place:neither can any impugne this Theologh 
cally;jand humane Philoſophy neither can,nor vga to 
meaſure the diuine power. Let naturall Philoſophy 
iudge what may be done by nature ; but let her reuc» 
rence,and not judge thoſe things that be aboue nature. 
Neither doth ir follow thatthe body of Chriſt ts not in 
keaucnifit be yponthe Altar , weall confefle that we 
—_— D belecue 
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| beleede by a diuiae faich, that (if aſcended. into 


heauen, and there fitteth continually at the right hand 
of the Father : But yet we ſay, that by dinine power, 
one and the ſame body may bein ſundry places at one 
time, at leaſt ſacramentally : neither can that be im- 
pugned butout of humane philoſophie, and apparent» 
ly only. And to conclude, we doe not fay that bread 
is made a body which was-not before, but we lay that 
the bread is tranſubſiantiated into the body of Chritt, 
which body was before the conſecration of the bread : 
ſo likewiſe the body of Chriſt borne of - the - Virgin 
Mary was before this tranſubſantiation, and by con- 
fecration the Bread is tranſub(tantiated into it. Truly 
they-deuiſe out of their owne heads, theſe hereſies 
ſomething groſſely; for he is an heretcke who main- 


taincth hexche direRly; Butif they- azke of 'vs what | 


wethinke of the verity of the body of Chrilt, of his 


aſcention ; of his. Incamatian; they ſhallreceiue from 


vs atrue bclicfeinall_thele thiogs ; akhough we af- 
firme ſome things whereon they thinke errours 
ray follow, which we truly denie, and they will ne- 
ucr be able to , proue  Theologically the contrary. 
Wherefore as for herefie, they cannot make,or alleage 
any pretext from hence, why they haue. juſtly and 
rightfully ſeperated themſelues from our Church. 
1... The milder ſort of Engliſh Proteſtants, whe 
are not infeted with Puritaniſme, doc not much 
charge the Roman Church with herehhe; and yet there- 
by they doe not free themſclues from the crime of 
Schiſme, but they talke much of Idolatric, and the 
preſſing of new articlesof faith ypon them, wherein, 


' they contend that the Ronuer Church and her adhc- 


zents{ that is to ſay, the very Catholicke C hareb ) hath 


revoked from the true faith ; And by this they doe 
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principally defend-the equitie of their ſeperttion. 

They eſtceme that it is manifelt Idolatry to worlhip, 

and pray vnto Saints, and to reuerence Reliques, and 

Images, but moſt of all to adore the bleſſed Sacra- 

ment; They ſay likewiſe there is a ſecrer Idolatry in 

the confidence we put inthe ſalt, water, and oyle, and 

-other things exerciſed, and blefſed. They com- 

plaine that the Catholicks thruſt ypon them new arti- 

cles in ſo many definitions made in the councell of 
Trent abour Luftification, workes, merits, purgatory, 

Indulgences, &c. But theſe are yaine words : if wee 
Catholicks were truly Idolaters, we ſhould not dnly 

behereticks, but much worſe alſo then many here- 

ticks ; and then we were worthily to be auoyded, and 

to be caſt out from theſocyerie of all faithfull people, 

But [ maruell how he that is well-in his wits can im- 
pute Idolatry ynto them, who daily profeſſe them- 
ſelues tobelecue in _ and are ready to ſhed 

their blood for this foundationof faith, 'who continu- 
ally preach that Gods _ is not to be 'giuen to 
any pure ereature ? Sothis is but ayaine Calumniati- 
on.' If for the inuocation of Saints, 'the worfhip of 
Images, the adoring of the blefſed Sacrament, they 
ſuſpe vs to become guilty of Idolatry, let thembur 
ſecke, fearch, and know whit we thinke of the vnity 
of the true Ged, and whar of the not giuing diuine ho= 
nour ynto creatures, and then they ſhall cafily finde 
themſchues to be not-1wious fooles, who thinke that we 
be Idolaters, that is adorers of crextures with diuine 
worſhip, neither ſhould they breake cut into ſchiſme 
ymill they firtt finde in ys erue 1d-latry,

Neither haue theſe Vigilantians any ſollid arpument,or 
obieRion to make againſt this inuocatiov. All their 
obicRions T haue anſwered. fully 'in anather place ; as 
alſoIthinkethar Fhaue fufficiently defended the vene- 
ration of holy Reliques in another place , which Re- 
liques God hath confirmed to be gratcfull vto himby 
manifelt myracles.

ceremonies z Þut as auch as concerneth theſe things, 
the lafe, certaine, and infallible rale to know whither 
they be lawfull or no, is the practiſe and viegf the pri- 
mitiue Church; fo that all thoſe rites be/lawfall , and 
good , which either the Apo/tkes themlelues,-or Ap5% 
ſtolicall men haue inftiuted , or elſe haue allowed with 
ſilence, or exprefle leaue. But it is molt certaine that 
the Chriltian Church, yea the moſt auncient, and yni- 
verſall, with a full conſent without any-oppofition, or 
any contradiction hath worſhipped', and reuerenced 
pictures and holy [mages. John Dumaſcenss hath col- 
lected great ftore of teſtimonies in the three Orations 
which he wrote for Images , and ſo did the Fathers of 
the ſcauenth generall Syzod, and afterthem many lear- 
ned Catholicks of later times. Therefore what vpftart 
Nouice dare condermne that, which the moſt holy and 
learned Fathers haue commended, taught, atid pra- 
Rtiſed,that which the Catholick Church ir-ſelfe raught 
by the ApoPles, and hath kepr in all times , that which 
Ged-himfelfe hath alſo diuers times confirmed with 
wyracles. Arenot they then (according to the ſaying 
of $5, Auguſtine) molt infolent and mad, who doe not 
retaine and keepe deuoutly': bur caſt away, and reie&t 
the yſc of Images together with their due honor, when 
neither the-worſhip of Latria,which is due to God,nor 
of Dutiz, which is duc ynto the Saints themſelues , is | 
giuen ynto them. 
20 Ouraduerſaries chiefly vrge two arguments a= 
gainſt this our worthipping of holy Tmages , which

extrearne Idolatry:; fer, they ſay with Calwine,that the 
Calfe was made by the childrenof [ſrae!!, Exod. 2.4: 
to repreſcre. the true God. And ia this poynt,elpecially 
Reynolds the Engliſh mon, an earneſt Puritane, treng- 
thenethandfoundethHis Treatiſe of the Idolatry of the 
Romane (Þmrch: But 1 doe notdoubr, neither can the 
learned Aduerſaries doubt,that the moſt aurcient holy 
Fathers , and the Catholicke Church it ſelfe did know: 
the cemmandements, and the Hitiory of the Calte,and 
neuertheleſſe without all difficulty, or any ſcruple,they 
vicd holy Images in euery place with worſhip and ho- 
nour, Butthis diſputation becommeth not this little 
booke, and I hope I thall have oportunity hereafter to 
confute at large Raynolas booke of the Idolatry of the . 
Church of Rome : by the authority of which booke, _ 
England doth now chiefly defend her Schiſme. Inthe 
meane ſpace , let me change a fewe words with them. . 
T defire them to remember the works of Salomon, who- 
indued.with heauenly wiſedome, beautifted rhe Tem - 
ple which he built not oncly with thoſe Images , and 
artificiall workes-wh.ich God himfelfe had commanded 
to be made, ſuch as were the Cherubims, &c. bur alſo 
of his owne deuiſe added many Tmages, and engrauen + | 
trees and beaſts, as braſen s, Palmes; and Pome- \- 
granets ; and adorned alſo his throne with Lyons, and. 
Lyons whelpesof gold. 3.Reg. 10, 19.20,8c. Thetc- 
fore Salomon vadcrſiood and expounded vnto vs ſuf- 
figiently , that the precept of the Decalog forbidding- 
grauen Images, was ecither papetuall, _— = 
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*bidden by the diuive naturall law (which prohibireth 
\the adoration of Latrzatowards Images). but onely of 
*the law of Gvd paſitiue, for a time, and condicionallto 
.-be kept then, and fo loug, as there was preſent _ 


of committing Idolatry by hauing Images. Now be- 


-cauſethere is no danger of committing Idolatry in 
Images by vs, who are well inſtructed : Therefore 


that prohibition of theDecalog which forbiddeth ſimi. 


litudesto be made, hath no place among vs : and for 


this cauſe che [conomochi abolliſhing the vſe of holy 
Images, and breaking thera, and abating them ynre-= 
ucrendly, were inall times accounted by the Catholick

2.Paralp.7.3. and: yet herein they 
did uot commit any Idolatry, though they adored Ged 
incorporall ignes. They therefore who condemne ſuch 
like adouarion as truly and properly Idolatricall,ate ig- 
norant of all true and ſollid Diuinity : Therefore in 
vaine doe the Proteſtants cauill at this Idolarry, to de- 
fend their Schitlme and feperation- from the Rowane- 
Church, and hereby firſt they pollute themfelues with 
manifeſt herefie , and remaine true Schiſmaticks for 
that herein there was no lawfull cauſe of ſeperation.

tures, Fraditions, and Fathers to be true ; and the con- 
trary articles which they {et downe way be conuinced 
out'of them to containe manifeſt herelies, /fthe ſence 
of the firlt Authors be retained; for ſome milder Pro- 
teſtants now of late in matters of Comrouerlic.( as 
bauc heard) doe vſe fauourable explications,not much 
diffonant from-Catholicke doctrine, by which they 
ſcemeto tend to a pious Reconciliation. 

IWho without a pernitious errour, or rather plaine 
herefie, can pur all his faluation in faith only, and cx- 
clude the neceſlitie of good workes, and advlolucely 
denie our merits ; and athrme that grace once had can- 
not be loſ}, and that the.iuſt cannot finne? They who 
hold withtooth, andnaylc, that theſc, andthe like are 
articles of faith; and that the contrary are here- 
fies, doe without queltion crre in matters of faith,and 
declare themſclues to be hereticks, and by conſc- 
quence are worthily numbred amongſt hereticks by 
Catholicks in their definitions: Therefore not any, he- 
refie of the Church of Rome, or her manifeſt, or ſecret 
1dolatry could giue an occaſion ynto the Proteſtants 
ſchiſme.

25 Beſides the cauſes before rehearſed, and exa® 


mined, they alſo pretender! for their ſchiſine, a nece!-: 


fitie of Reformation in the Church ; But I could never 
yer ſee any reformation amongitthem : but -9 ſay che 
truth 1 obſerued many deformations : for the care of 
conſcience is ytterly neglected, and calt away among(t 
them ; {ome few accepted, the reſt haue no ſcruple of 
conſcience to Commit adultery; violent extcrtion,trea- 
cheric againlt their neighbours, coſenage, vſury ; as 
pcople who haue impioully abolliſhed auricular con- 
teilion, faltings, penance, and {uch like holy exerciſcs, 
And ſuppoſe that they had found amovgſt ys any 
thing to be reprehe-nded either in our manners, or in 
our actions, or in our gouernment, that ſhould not be 
imputed to the defects of the Church, but vnto par- 
ticular men, whole aCtions are not allowed ; bat re- 

roued by Catholicks, neither ought they to haue rat- 
ſed afilthy ſchiſ:ne for thoſe ſmaller marters, when the 
foundation of faith remained firme, Rtable,and vnſha- 
den in the Church of Rome: And ſuppoſe that we had, 
buildcd vpon it,,/o0d, ftubble, or Hay, as it is faid in 
I. Cor.3.12. Yet we ſhould not be excluded from (al, 
uation. Butthe Proteltants haue left che foundation, 
they haue' forſaken the foundation it felfe : and the 
gold, and filuer,and pretiousſtones which they yaine= 
ly brag of, and vaunt to be theirs, are riore bale then 
he bh and wire in the ſtreets, vnleſſe they be built 
ypon the tue foundation which is Chr:ff. There is one 
foundation ; not two formdations ; one Church, not 


two; one Chtilt not rewo. 1f Chriſt be our foundati- 


on which they cannot deny, then he is nottheirs; They 
haue made another Church deuided and ſeperated 
from owrs, and that cannot be the Church, for that the 


Ghurch is ongand not two ; He that will be a a—_

of that Church, muſt needs be without the true 


Church of Chri/e. 
26 1 confeſle that the Engliſh Proteſtants deceiued 


me, before that I had exa&tly contidered the nature of 


a ſchiſine ; for when I obiefted ichiſme ynto them; 


ſome anſwered thac it was not their fauir, that they * 
did not commimicate with the Church of Rome, they. . 


were ready to be in vnion, but the Pope would not re- 
cciue them into his communion, but reicted them 


with an anatbera. This excuſe ſeemed to me for a: 


time to bc iuft, and reafonable, bur after I begun our 
_ of this ground in my priaare arguments, and publike 
Sermons to vrge an vrion, Which vpon their words 
ſcemed to me lomewhat caſily to be concluded; and 
Jothruſt my finger further into the wound ; then I p: r- 
cciued that in England they did nor vie the Engliſh 
confeſſion: ( or authoriſed articles) for a rule cf their 
faith, ( which as they aſhirmed were very modeſt.) 
But the Confeſsion of { aluin, and many grofle errours 
of Luther. And this-I percciued more euidently, 
when I looked into the counterfeit Sinod of the Pro- 
teſtants at Dort, in which the puritanicall articles of 
Calne by conſent of the Engliſh Agents were con- 
firmed, with the good liking of the Engliih ſect. And: 
if the Engliſh conteſsion which is deuided into certaine 
articles doth not include mthem thoſe puritanicall ar- 
ticles of Dort, why did they giue their conſent, and 
voyces vnto the Caluinian exceſſes in the name of the. 
Engliſh fe&t 2 Morcouer, how can they, which pro« 
effechernſcluen tmortall Enemyes to the Church of 
Rome be thought to delire an yaion with the Church 
of Rowe ; and that the defeR of agreemert is not on 


their parts ? How can they caſt the cauſes of ſchiſme- 


ypon the curſes of Reyve,, and Councell. of Trident, 
DSS 
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when before the ſaid curſes they had deuided them: 
{clues by ſchiſme, from the Catholicke Church : and * 


-by ſuch a (chiſme as in ſome reſpe& was farre worſe, 


and more foule, then was the ſchiſme which was firſt 
caiſed by Luther, and increaſed by Cal/ume? For that 
\England at the beginning abſtained from the opinionsy 


of Luther and Calwme, ncither did they charge the 


Church of Rome cither with herefie,or Idolatry(whicl 
the Lutherans and Calxiniſts made the pretext of their 


ſchiſme).and yet nevertheleſſe, without any appa- 


rent cauſe, = after, they yealded ynto the common 
{chiſme of theſe hereticks: And now at this time, the 
Engliſhmen ( for the molt part ) doe not onely com- 


- mend, and defend the deuiſion, and ſeperation made, 


but ſtrive by all force to maimaine it : for they Alye 
backe fromynion, caft away charity, and doe all they 
can to hinder p-acc, and brotherly Loue, in ſuc*: ſorr, 
as that many of them ſay, they will ſooner, and more 
willingly enter into allyance or league with the Turks, 
then with the Papiſts, Call you this a minde ready to 


.agree orto make an attonement ? 15 it likely to be true 


that the faulris not theirs why they doe not communi- 
cate with the Romzane Cherch ? No, it cannot poſſibly 
be, that the vaion whereof I had ſome hope ſhould 


take effec, except they doe firft deteſt all hereſies,and 


heretickes, and beleeue aright with the Catholicke 


Roman Church, and be conioyned ymo it in petfe& 


Charirie. 
27 Henry the 8. made lixtle difference but with 
the Pope onely, whole primacic he denied, withan he- 


- reticall ſpirit, and moucd with ſome diſtempered hu- 


mours, violently tooke vnto himſelfe onely the Eccle- 
fiaſticall ſupremacie, and carried himfclfe more mode- 
ratly n other things which belonged ynto the faith, and 
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diaine ſeruice, and ceremonics of the Catholicke Re- 


- kgion. Vader Edward his fonne a childe , and much 


more vnder E{:zabeth they departed. not onely from 
the Pope, the Vicar of Chryſt ,, and ſapreame Paltor of 
the whole Chriftian locke, but alfothe,dwine {cruice, 
and worſhip of Ged, was taken away from the Catho« 
hcks by maine force and iniury , ana forbidden by the 
publique ſecular lawes, What, was there atly lawfull 
Synode firft called? were the obicFions againlt the 
Catuelicks cxamined and diſcuſled 2 were thcir att- 
l;yers heard ? were they convicted of any,errour, or 
impicty in Religion ? was the udgement giuen by any 
competent Iudge? No ſuch matter. Doth not-the ſame 
violence, the ſamc nary , the ſam? ynpiectic continue ? 
for what labour and paines doe they - (who haue the 
chiefc charge of their Religion in England iuch as it is) 
Caily take, leali that the divine, auncicnt, pious, and. 
preſcript feruice, {ould be reſtored ynto Catholicks? 
And are not they then jn-the faulr, that the Schiſme is 
not taken away ? They vrge Reformation; yer Refor- 
mation although it be juſt, and neceſſary, if it be done 
with Schiline, is a molt foulc, & hatefull deformation. 
Thar is reformed, which continuch the ſame in ſub-. 
ftance : Therefore the Catholicke Religion, and her 
ſubſtantiall exerciſes , ought to haue remained in Emg- 
land :,and if any thing therein had been to be reformed, 
it ſhould haue beene put vnder a lawfull reformation

ſcattered, ſome yndgr the law of CM ſeeothers wages 
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_ thelaw of nature; all were deuided one fromanother 


into ſcuerall congregations, But now fince the com- 
ming of Chrift, the diuine wiſedome would thar all his 
Faithfull belecuers, and true children by faith, ſhould 
make one onely ſocictic throughout the whole world, 
vnder their Captaine, and Emperour leſs Chriſt , and

ther of diuers people, and Nations, and Sets, ynder 
the vnity of faith: For which cauſe Chr alſo faid of 
his (roſſe, If I be exalted from the earth, I will dr aw all 
things vnto my ſelfe. Athanaſius in his Treatiſe ofthe 


"Incarnation ofthe word of Ged, ſayeth , Our Lordex- 


alted in the (roſe , ſtretchith forth both his armes to in- 
wite unto bymſelfe onely , both the Nations of the lewes 
and Gemiles , that by embracing them, he might gather 
thens both into his byſome + but there is but one onely 
boſome betweene the armes of our S.1viowy. 

29 And Athanafins inthe ſame place thinketh;that 
it is not withont mylſtcrie , that Chr:ft did chooſe the 
death of the Croffe, and not the cutting off his head,by 
which his precurſor S*. ſohn Baptiſt loſt his life, nor the 
deuiding of his body into parts , which /ſzie ſuffered;

Cyprian finde in cuery Schiſmethis herehe ar leaſt, that Libel &,ij-Ge. 
by it are taken” away theſe two articles out of the 

Creed : / beleewe the holy Catholick Church, and the re- 

ſion of ſinnes. For they that belecue the holy Catho- 

licke Church to be the true Church of Chry#, cannot 

depart from the ſame, ifthey ſo belecue : Butif they 

doe depart, certainly they doe not belecue,that the Ca- 

tholicke Church is the true -- hurch of Chrif. So Au- 
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ore (och , that the Donatis had turned thei. 
Schiſme intoan herefie. And Ambroſe approuing his 
faft, who had fled trom the Churches of the Lucifers- 
a5, as I have now done from the Engliſh, ſaid : Hee 
thought there was no faith in the Schiſme , for though 
they kept the faith to God, yet they d14 not keepe it to the 
Church, whoſe limbes they ſuffered (as it were) to be de.

out of the confidence of my owne wit being no body, 
I would giue very rath judgement in matters of faith, 
vnto which alſo was ioyned acertaine frenzie of anger. 
Not that , which ſome weake Schollegs at my going 
out of Englazd imputcd vnto me , becauſe 1 was de- 
nicd vaine pretended dignitics; but ic proceeded alto- - 
gether out of mine owne ynreaſonable impatience, by 
taking in cuill part ro be made ſubie@ to others of 
whom I did vndeſeruedly complaine in my booke of 
the cauſe of my departing. Theſe things draue me, yp- 
on the quicke Gods and ſhallowes ; theſe caſt me yp- 
on the Rockes ; theſe ſharpened my wit to invent pe» 
ſiferous cogitations; thefe made me vyaincly to.-pitie 
the errours of the Romance Church , thereby to excuſe 
my departure from it; theſe made me to tranſcend all 
limits. And that T might ſceme to haue done well in 
leauing the Church of Rome ; and auoide by fome 
meancs the brand of impudencic, raſhnefle, andhere- 
fie; indefence of my departure, I fer forth firſt nex- 
ſition of mine intent , and afterwards certaine va= 
umes, and little bookes, into which I thruſtinhat the 
Arr of counterfaiting, and diffimulation had inuented, 
| and aduice of the flcſh ſuggeſted. And ſo as long as 
the inward diſcaſe increaſed , and the ſpurres of anger 
pricked my cxulcaated minde ; the itching of my 
tongue, -

my vnderſtandi ing darkened, many thines which 
ts Enemies g'5 Aye ſea fmfodted with 
hereſie) did beleeue, affhirme,and protefſe ; ſeemed vn= 
to me credible and ſome-things allo true , as long as I 
did not try the DoArine in controucrhie by the touch» 
' Rone of true Diuinirty, nor perfe&tly diſcuſſe them : 
for at that time I had neither finiſhed , nor yer begun 
fome of the parts of the Ecclefiafticall Commor-wealth, 
in which I had purpoſcd to treat of the decrees, and 
rules of faith , howſocuer in the booke of my intent of 
leauing the Remare Church, I affirmed that I had chem 
all ready for the Prefle ; and being thus blinded, and 
relying rathly more ypon the falſe accuſations of the 
herctickes, then vpon the truth of the Catholick faith ; 
I wrote the lictle bookes of the sntent of my departare, 
from the Romane Church, and the Rockes of Chriſtian 

acke , and a certaine Sermor ſtuffed with errours 
and herche; and out of my then concciued hatred, 
which for the meſt part I bare to the holy' Romexe 
{rrch, the Apottolicall ſea,and the Pope; I affirmed 
thele things, and many more tobe true, which before 
] writ them, I knew.tobe falſe, and hereticall ; and 
aftcrwards in ſome part correged them , and with my 
wholc heart deteſted them , euen when I writ them; 
and now alſo I abhorre and deteſt theſe little bookes, 
becauſe they containe manifcft herefies againit Catho- 
licketruthes , and are repugnant to ſound Dotine z 
that is to ſay , to the Doctrine whichthe holy Catho- 
lcke Romance Church doth , and hath alwayes main= 
tained ; againſt which DoQrige whatſocucr 1 haue 
ſpoken, or written, that 1 doe wholy condemne , and 


deteſt; and by thegrace of God I will more amply,and _. 


largely conderane, and deteftic, in the confuration of

andpen, brake forth into madnefſe : and now 1.

3 Inthe meane ſpace, it is neceſlaty in this my ſe- 
cond and truly ſound determination , to deteſt that in- 
tention- of my zhappy departing from the Romane 
Church, and the mfamorns Rockes, ſhipwracks chiefly 
to my felfe and heretiques, and not of Catholicks, and 
alſo that Sermon. Neuher will be aſhamed by pul. 
lng off my garments, which I had forged to my iclte, 
tolay open my nakedneſfe , becaufe lhaye not beene 
aſhamed again(t all right and honeſty , to breake forth 
into vane lyes, manifett ſlaunders, and filthy herehies. 
The Pinging and venome of the Scorpion is cured by 
the brui{ing of the ſame Scorpion which pricked ; and 
if the voluatary comrition , and-bruiſing of my ſclfe, 
may healr the venomous wounds of others (if any be 
wounded by me): I will eftteme this my bruifing, hu- 


miliation, amd morrification mot happy. - Letthe glo- 


refit Carholicke Church, ind-of the Apoſtolicall 
, fermame ynmoueable , atchough « be with the 
lofſe of whatſoever I hauc in this- bfe, feeing I have 
ſought todiminiſh it : for at laſt, that loſſe muſt needs 

fore God be-glorious tome alto : Wherefore I doe 
firft confeſſe , and truly and fincerely out of my vwne 
conſcience, doe giue teftimony, that I did not write the 


rent of my departing from the Romane Church, and 


the Recker and the Sermane out of (incerity of heart, or 
out of a good conſcience; or faithnort fained + bur that 
I might couer with ſome excuſe my ſhamefull depar- 
ture,and be more gratcfull and acceptable tohecericks,

whom [ familiarly conuerſed. The 'ten yeares labout 
which in the booke of the intent of my departing I boae 
ſed of, were not ſpent in mature deliberations, graue 
and aduiſed Counlels, or other diſcreete diſcuſſions of 
the truth : but contrariwiſe miſpent, in vaine, vnprofi- 
table, and malicious purpoſes, and preparations, how 
I might boldly vent and put in practiſe my hereticall 
lyes and inventions , thereby to ſatisfie my malitious 
anger : infomuch, as my vocation to doe it, was not & 


' Diuine vocation , but a deuilliſh ſuggeſtion, Rirred 


vp in menot by the holy Gheſ?, but by a wicked ſpirit, 

a ſpirit of giddines worſe then was that of Sawles. And 

] do not doubgto attribute my returne back againe, to 

atrue Diuine vocation; the holy Ghoſt calling me to 

returne vnto my Mother , the Catholicke Romane 
ch. 

4 1 ſaid that the manners of the Court of Rome, 
lid cauſe mee alwayes to abhorre it. This I acknow- 
ledge to haue bin wickedly ſpoken , for neither then, 
jor yet is wanting in Rome very many notable cxam- 
>les of piety , and all Chriſtianyertucs , which may _ 
zoth del , and incite religious mindes to further 
ieuotion, I ſaid that by forbidding the- reading of 
-ookes written againſt the Doftrine of Rome, there a- 

ife ſome cuill fulitions, which gaue credit to the wri- 
ing of hereticks , nd made men belecue that there is 
©me thing in them ſecretly, which Catholicks are not 
ble ro anfwere. This 1 confeſſe to have beene inturi- 
wſlyſpoken of me againſt the Catholicke faith, who 
ound mthe bookes of hereticks, falſe, hcreticall, ſcan- 
Jalons, and peftifcrous Dodtrine ; fromthe reading 
vhereof the faithful are to be kepr, leaſt it infeR their 
oules,. Neither is it a thing befitting private men = 
- ; TCA 


<ead fach bookes , but the indgemient in matters of 


faith alwayes did, and now doth belong ynto- the 
Mgbrcals who finding venomous Paſtures, ſhould 


remoue their ſhcepe as farre from them as they can: 


»Moteouer, the arguments of hereticks are deceitful, 


Sophilticall, and eafie to be anſwered. I faid that the 
Do&rine of thoſe who oppoſed themſclues againſt the 
Romane Church,did ether nothing, or little differ from 
the Do&rine of the auncient C hurch-:: and this is falle ; 
for the opinions wherein they differ from \_atholicks, 
are wholly differing from the Do&trine of the auncient 
Church ;: and nothing: cart more connince them , then 
the authority of the auncient Church, from whych they 
by their nouekieshauc ſo farre departed, that worthi- 
ly for this reſpe& they are condemned for. hereticks, 
by the Church of Rome. It is there fore deteſtable, and 
I deteſt that which 1 ſaid , that their Doftrines were 
therefore condemned onely by the Church of Rome, 
becauſe thele things they ſaid , were repugnant vnto 
the ſenſuality , and corrupt manners of the Court of 
Rome. Taidallo, that at Romeethey coyned new ar- 
ticles of fairh by maine force. And this I faideruly a- 
gainſt my conſcience , for-I neuer obſerued it at any 
tine, and I certainely know , that it cannot be obſer- 
ued by any man. .For the declarations and explications 


made by holy Church touching articles and myſteries. 


of fauh (collected out of Diuine Scriptures, and tradi- 
tions of the Fathers, and out of the very rules of faith) 
Carnot any. wayes be termed new coyning of articles. 
Moreouer , I endeauoured to take-away the title of 
Catholickg and vnmerſall, from the Church of Rome; in 
which I erred very. much; for by the. Catholcke Ro- 
ware Church, is vnderſtood not onely that ſpeciall and 


Pervicular, Church which is at Rene; but allo the whole *.' 


multitude 


*multicude and company of all the Churches adhearing 
wynto the Church of Rome in the yniry of faith, aud in 
-obcdience to the Pope in what place focuer they be, 
yeain the vemolt confines of the carth. And it is moſt 
truc,and was approued by me both by word of mouth 
(as Exglandit felfe may witnefle) and by writing (in 
my Treatiſes of the Eccleſiaſtical Common-wealth, in 
that part which I hare is lately ſet forth in Germany ) 
thatno Church is Catholicke but the Romane, and ſuch 
45 are yinited vnto her. For all other congregations of = 
Chriſttans being (tayned with herefies , and deuided 
and ſeperated by Schiſme from the Romare Church 
are, and be excluded from the Catholicke , yniuerſall 
and true Church of Chrift : and being as it wee blin- 
ded, together withtheir blinde Guides doe ruſh, and 
runne headlong into the bottomleſle pit of perdigion, 
which I wickedly affirmed of the Romanes to their 
great wrong : Forfrom the Church of Rome at all 
times, a moſt glorious light of pure and incorrupted 
faith came forth , and doth at this preſent lighten all 
other Churches of Chriſt whatſocuer. But Iremem- 
ber that in the preface of the bookes of the m 
7 memong ins , among other things I vied ſome 
words-,: in whichI ſeemeto. pur and place in the Ca- 
tholicke-Church , all them who haue recciued Bap- 
tiſme inthe name of the Bleſſed Trinity , and in fo ſay- 
ing, although the words ſound cuill, and make the he- 
reticall Churches true and ſound members of the ttue 
Catholicke Church, which is moſt falſe and kereticall; 
yet my meaning was, viterly to exclude the Arrias, 
Neſtorian, and Entichian herefies , and all hereticall 
Churches condemned in former times, and to retaine 
them onely that were Orthodoxall: Bur herein I was

publique ſcandalls commurted : For in truth alt the 
ace & all the tranquility of the Catholique Church, 
and the eternall ſaluation of Soules, afret Godis to be 
attributed to the care and trauell of the Church of _ 
| Rome. 1 ſaid that the mightier Biſhops vnder the 
Pope were Biſhops onely in name, and this ſaying con- 
eaincth init both falſhood and wrong, and therefore 
I doe condemne it , as euill ſpoken , for they betrue 
and lawfull Biſhops , made by lawfull ordination. I 
aid that the others who were not great men and Prin- 
ces in.temporall things , had loſt the proper dignity, 
and power of Biſhops ; and this truly is a flaunder, 6 
the Fierarchicall iieodianticn, was alwaycs necefTa- 
.ric inthe Church ; much more I condemie as an here- 
"Ge thoſe words where 1 ſaid, that vnder the Pope was 
no more a true Church; for as I ſaid and ſctiouſly af- 
firmed before, onely the Church of Rome with her ad- 
herents , is the true Church of Chriſt; and the others 
are not. Churches. And in fewe words,to comprehend 
much, I perceiuee@that in my former intention I chiefly 
 indeauouredto weaken the ſupremacie of the Pope, 
and in ſodoing, I confeſſe that I haue ſpoken againtt 
the faith of the whole (arholique Church, and hauc cr- 
red greeuouſly. For it is cuident both by the very in-

the deciſion of matters of faith) doth reſt ypon one -

5 Idoeingenuouſly confeſſe,that the booke which 


I called The Reckes of (hriſtian ſtipwracke , did much 


diſpleaſe me , preſently after it yas fer forth ; forT 
wrote it in haft without cicheffudy , Or examining 
whatTI did. The iotent which I had in writing of it, 
was onely to flatter & allure the Engliſh by all meanes 
poſſible to conceiue a good opinion of me at my firſt 
comming , and fo I had no regard whither that I writ 
and printed were true or no: But my deſire was to ſay 
that which might pleafe the Enemies of the Catholicke 


Church, and efpecially the ignorant common people... 


And when the dottrine contained in this little booke, 


was by the King and ſome of the Nobility obieteg a- + * 


gainſt me (at my preparingto depart from England) 
I did even then incxpreſſe words deteſt it ; cs, 


wards prepared my ſclfe with all my forcetoreſift the |

That there is no Tranſubitantiation : That Auricular 
confeſſion. with abſolution is nor a true Sacrament : 

That there is no Purgatory : That SatisfaCtion after the 
faulc forgiuen, is not neceſſary for the remiſſion of the 
puniſhment : That there be no Indulgences but of 
things enjioyned for penance. That Saints are not to 
be prayed vnto : Thatthe worſhip of Images and Re- 
liques are not lawfull : That there is no merrit of cter- 
nall life by workes. Theſe and the like errours and ma- 
nifeſt herefies, not ſo much mine , or newly inuented 
by me, as by the olde and new hereticks, whoſe fancies 
and madneſſe haue beene from time to time by the 
Church in generall Counſels condemned : for they are 

miſerable Rockes, vnto which if any approach, they are 

aſſured to ſuffer a lamentable ſhipwracke of faith and 

ternal faluation : And therefore I departed from them 

as farre as I might, and leaſt I ſhould be vtterly de- 

Rroyecd by them in England, itwasneceffary for me to 

depart from thence , and toreturne to the Church of 
Rome the true port of Catholickes , with the which 
Church I rcieR, deteft, and accurſe all the afore ſaid

<rrours, and all others opinions whatſocuer(ifthere be 


any more in thoſe bookes) which doe not agree with, 
the faith expreſſed in the Church of Rome , and inthe 
facred Counlels , eſpecially in the Countell of Trent ;

yeritics , viz, That the Pope s by. the inſtitution of 
Chriſt his Vicar vpon earth , and the viſible head of 
the wholc militant Church (which hath alwaycs beene 
viſible) with fullpower recciued from Goz, torule and 
gouerne her : That he hath alfo.indire& power intem= 
porall matters, for the better aduancement of ſpiritual. 


- Thatanimplicitfaithis profitable, and many timesne-

blood 6f our Lord Teſs Chriff: Thatin the ſaeramen- 
tall abſolution which the Prieſt vſeth in abſoluing from

& leofing fins, which our Lord hath delivered or eiuven 
to the Miniſters of his Sacraments inthe. Church : that 
there is a Purgatory after that manner and fort which 
the holy Romane and Apoſtolicke Church doth affirme 
itto be : That ſatisfaQtion is of great power, after the 
faultremitted for the remiſſion of the puniſhment alſo: 
That the vſe of ſndulgences inthe Catholicke Church 
(vnto whom Chriſt hath giuen authority to beftowe 
them) is very auncient, very profitable, and approued 
by the authority of holy Councels : That we may not

T often times loathed and deſpiſed the later generall 
Councels (which be of high authority in the Church) 
eſpecially the Councels of Florence and Trent , and 
ſometimes that of Conflance. And by my meanes it 
came to paſle, that acertaive Hiſtory of the Councell 
of Trent was publiſhed, whereof I could haue no cer- 
taine knowledge , for that it was iuſtly ſuſpe&ed of 
forgerie ; and in theſe things alſo I confefle that I haue 
nt erred , and now affrme that all the moſt 
wholſome decrees of theſe Councels are worthy of 
credit, and ought tobe embraced. 

6 Inacettaine Sermon of mine onthe firſt Sonday 
of Aduent, made at Loyder in the Italian tongue, and 
printed, I publiſhed almoft the ſame errours, which I 
repeated after in the booke of the Rockes , all which 1

doe now deopely Teteſt. Tnthar 'SermonT faigned 2 
certaine darke night of Popifh errours, and of the 
' Church of Rome, when in very deede in the onely 


Church of Rome, and inthe Churches connexed vnts 
her, is atrue and cleare Sunne-(hining day, and out of 
her (eſpeciallyin England) there is a perpetuall night, 
and moſt obſcure darknefſe. The light of truth, and 
the true and right ynderſtanding of the Scriptures, 
whichis in the Church of Reme,drinethfarre from her 
the miſtes of all theſe errours, wherewith wretched 
England being ouer-clowded , walketh, as 2 blinde 
man {groping for the wall at mid-day. 1 faid in the 
ſame Sermon , and I repeated the ſame in the litthe 
booke of the Rocker, that Peter was neuer at Rome, yet 
notwithſtanding I know that this is agrofle and an ig- 
norantlye , and therefore Idoe ingenuoully conf, 
that it ought to be reicRed of all men. 1 made the 
Apoſtles equall'in founding 'and ruling the Church ; 
when yer euen out of thg yery Goſpels , and Apoſto- 
licall tradition, the SupremiGie of Peter (aboue them) 
is apparalit, 'Iſaid that the Biſhops ſucceeded the A- 
poſtles with equall power, and that they were Biſhops 
of the vniuerſall Church in grofſe, whenas they are but 
Pattors of perticular Churches, intheir ſole particular 
cares or charges : the generall Primacie belonging vnto 
him who ſucceeded Peter , which is the Pope. I (aid 
that holy water , graynes, croſſes, holy Images , the 
Popes or Biſhops benediQtion , Stations , habites, 
girdles, belts, the viſitations of Churches and Altars, 
Beades, Proceſſions, and the like, were meere toyes ; 
whenyet it js certaine, that the vſe of almoit all theſe 
things is well approucd , and very auncient inthe Ca- 
tholique Church , and ought to be preſerued together 


with the vic of other things of later times added , as 


prouoke- 
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prouockements to piety aad devotion, I affirmed thee 
there were onely two Sacraments , Baptiſme and the 
'$upper, when yctthe Catholicke Church illuminated 
by the holy Ghoſt plainely teacheth and definerh, that 
there are ſcuen true Sacraments : All which,and what- 
ſocuer other hereſies condemned by the Catholicke 
Romane Church, 1 allo condemne, and the things con- 
trary to them being defined by the ſame , I allo with a 
firme faith belccue, holde, and-profeſſe. For moſt cer- 
eaine it is , that in the decrees of the holy Ramane 
{burch , reaſon is not ſeperated from authority, and 
thatthe Doctrine of the Schoolemen'is altogether con- 
ſonant vnto thefſence of the holy Fathers, eſpecially in 
erticlesof faith. I alſo'confefle that I did vndeſcruedly 
i theſe little Pamphlets cotmplaine of the 'Court of 
: Rome, as if ſhe had vſurped other mens rights; for ex< 
cept ſhe preſerue by her lawful authority ouer them, 
the Biſhops, and Archbiſhops in their duties , there 
would preſently follow a-generall violation of her 
lawes by them: And the Churchis thenvery happy, 
zwhen all her perticular Paftorsynder the moſt vigilant 
and higheft Paſtor , doe readily receiue and executs 
both reformation in manners, andthe cuſtody of found 
* andfincere Doctrine , from him who _ the ſoue- 
raigne authority. And verily, except the benigne and 
—— — hol as Fs had ng (e- 
Tiouſly ouer our Lords flocke , the ſcabbed catcell 
thould not recejue any cure , but the filthy Canker 
would daily encreaſe. The ordinary Armour of that 
Tribunall, is found Doctrine, and charuable in{tructi- 
ons , and not thoſe inſtrurnents which (gut of a minde 
corrupted with malice) in my Pamphlets I haue ex- 
agerated by lyes and {launders , and yet lometumes
